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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S. C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 13-17 provide for the use of a pattern generation 
system, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps 
involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is 
indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps 
involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 
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USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966) . 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 20 & 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 20, lines 1-2, the recitation of "Apparatus which 
implements a screen system or implements a method according to 
any one of the preceding claims" is unclear as to which 
implementation is being claims, particularly inasmuch as some of 
the "preceding claims" are not directed to a "screen system" and 
some others of the "preceding claims" are not directed to a 
"method" . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-7, 13-17, & 22-24 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 9010991 A. 

WO 9010991 A discloses (Abstract) a processor configured to 
take digital image data input and generate a halftone image 
pattern. 

Concerning the recitations of intended functional elements, 
while features of an apparatus may be recited either 
structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus 
must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure 
rather than function. (In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 
44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8-12 & 18-19 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

Re claim 8 (and dependent claims 9-12) , the art of record 
does not teach or suggest the recited patterns having printing 
areas which extend to join first along directions other than 
that of their closest spacing. 

Re claim 18 (and dependent claim 19) , the art of record 
does not teach or suggest the recited varying of the printing 
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areas by extension toward nearby areas other than their nearest 
neighbors .
